A sudden rash of traffic problems 
and minor accidents resulted from 
Tuesday's extraordinarily heavy 
hail and rainstorm, starting about 
5:15 p.m., as drivers going home 
from work attempted to plow

‘The freakish storm occurred while 
the community was under a tornado 


The hail is believed to have 
been the worst here in more than 20 
years 

THE GROUND became covered, 
in places, with the hail, resembling 
new snow cover. The Press-Record

measured hail pieces up to 1% in- 
ches across. In places, the hail ac- 
cumulation .was measured at four 
inches deep, including the main fire 
station. The wind pushed the hail in- 
to drifts up to a foot deep in places. 

Granite City’s network of warning 
sirens was activated at 4:47 p.m 
Tuesday when reported tornado 
sightings came in from the East St 
Louis area and other St. Clair Coun 
ty communities. Stili more funnel 
sightings, at least five, were 
reported from various areas in the 
metropolitan St. Louis region. 

A tornado tore the roof off a 120- 
year-old church in Wartburg near 
Waterloo, and another struck in the 
O'Fallon area, lifting a roof. Another 
twister was spotted in Collinsville, 
but did net touch down 

LOCALLY, the hail, combined 
with the heavy winds, sounded like 
“machine gun fire’ against the 
walls of some houses, one witness 
told reporters. Ins ce agents 
reported being very busy with calls 
Wednesday morning about roofs 
damaged by-the hail 

Granite City police were kept busy 
with a series of false burglar 
alarms, stalled cars and auto ac-

cidents caused by the severe road 
conditions. Water gushed from 
sewer manholes nearly a foot into 
the air along St. Clair Avenue. 

At one time, at least two police 
cars were stalled by the water, com- 
plicating their effort to answer all 
calls. One had to be towed out of the 
water at 10:20 p.m. near Johnson 
School « 

AT 9:40 P.M., the police requested 
the street department barricade 
West Pontoon Road due to deep 
water on the roadway. All major 
roads in the city were under water 
from inches to several feet deep. 
Behind Granite City High School, 
several cars were stalled in water at 
least three feet deep. 

The excessive volume of water 
overloaded the sewers and there 
were several reports of water pro- 
blems in basements on Terrace 
Lane, Country Lane, Pine Street, 
Clark Avenue, Oaklawn Avenue and 
Waterman Avenue. 

The accidents started early as 
weather conditions worstened. At 
5:15 p.m. Tuesday, Curtis E. Swift, 
33, of 2144 Robert Ave., was driving 
south on Maryville Road, about a 
quarter-mile north of Route 162,

Chronister, 18, of 1625 Olive St., who 
was traveling west on 30th Street 
when wet brakes failed to stop her 
car which entered Madison Avenue 
and into the path of a northbound 
auto operated by Elmer L. Wor- 
tham, 35, of 2595 Boyle Ave. 

Miss Chronister suffered a minor 
injury.

Brimberry admits

Two days after his 41st birthday, 
Thomas Brimberry testified in his 
own defense during his trial in which 
he is charged with perjury before 
the grand jury and attempting to 
conceal assets from the trustee in 
charge of the Stix liquidation. Testi- 
fying that -he has cooperated 
“completely and honestly”’ as he ex- 
posed his embezzlement scheme 
which netted him $16 million and 
destroyed the Stix and Co. 
brokerage firm of St. Louis, 
Brimherry reconfirmed his grand 
jury testimony, saying that he-did 
not want to change any of his 
answers. 


This is the first] time Brimberry 
has testified in a Stix-related case, 
and the courtroom, which has been 
nearly devoid of jspectators these 
past two weeks, was filled to capaci- 
ty as Brimberry took the stand. 

Calling the scheme ‘‘basically a

simple fraud,” Brimberry told 
jurors that he decided to “‘take a 
chance” on embezzling money from 
Stix because of marital problems, 
and because he needed to repay 
debts left behind by his brother-in- 
law, Arthur Miller Jr-, when their 
joint business ventures had failed. 

“I did it to give my wife things that 
I couldn't afford to do,” he said. 

By putting phony stocks ‘into his 
accounts and forging securities, 
Brimberry gave the impression that 
these accounts were involved in ac- 
tive trading, and he was able to draw 
money from the imaginary holdings. 

Brimberry explained that the 
fraud was relatively easy to conceal 


id 


measuring more than an inch in diameter, pummeled the area 


frorg internal and external auditors, 
saying that he would simply lie to in- 
vestigators about the ten accounts 
he controlled, and auditors’ would 
not question his statements. 

“It was basically a simple fraud,” 
he. testified. ‘‘The phony securities 
looked real. When I didn’t want to 
show them securities, 1 would just 
lie about where they were. I told 
them that they were being loaned to. 
another . brokerage house or that 
they were in the posession of the 
owner for some reason. It’s 
unbelievable that regulatory 
authorities would not come in and 
find out what was going on. You 
could guide them in a different 


direction and they’d be more than 
happy to do it so that they could get 
the audit over with,” he said. 

Brimberry was making $700-$800 
per| month when he ‘decided to take 
a chance” in late 1974, telling 
Defense Attorney David Lubeli dur- 
ing direct examination that he in- 
volved Jerry Maeras in a “nursing 
home deal,” and he told Maeras that 
he could “work out a deal illegally 
with Stix.” 

After the nursing home venture 
failed|to materialize, Brimberry and 
Maeras then became involved in 
stealing money from two accounts 
set up in the names of Jerry S. 
Maeras and Maeras Enterprises. 

Commenting on earlier testimony 
by Maeras in which Maeras said 
that Brimberry did not fulfill a ver- 
bal agreement to split the money 
stolen from these accounts equally, 
and that he ((Maeras) had only 
received “over $100,000 to $150,000"

finance new bridge 


The Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion last week approved an order 
calling for the rebuilding of a bridge 
which carries Madison County 
Highway 50 over the double track 
lines of the Consolidated Rail Cor- 
poration (Con Rail) near Troy. The 
county's share of the construction 
cost could be as much as $376,000. 

The bridge, constructed in 1927, 
has deteriorated severely and is too 
narrow to properly accommodate 
the heavy traffic flow. It Is 
estimated that 2,500 vehicles use the 
bridge each day. Railroad traffic 
consists of 24 trains per day. 

By terms of the ICC order, the 
county will remove the existing 
superstructure and substructure of 
the bridge. Anew bridge will be con- 


structed, widening the deck to 40 feet 
from the present 30 feet. 

Cost of the new structure, which 
will have a 23-foot minimum vertical 
clearance and a 10-foot off-track 
maintenance road north of the 
tracks, is estimated at $663,644. 

The Grade Créssing » Protection 
Fund, administered by the ICC will 
pay one-third of the actual cost, not 
to exceed $221,215. Con Rail will be 
responsible for 10 percent of the total’ 
cost, mot to exceed $66,364.40. 
Madison County will bear the re- 
maining costs. In addition, Con Rail 
will be required to bear the costs of 
flagmen, watchmen and inspectors 
necessary during constructiion. 

‘All work must be completed within 
two years.

Edward Kenned¥ and 
Representative Richard Gephardt 
have unveiled an important new bill 
to control health care costs which

Executive Director William R 
Hutton of the National Council of 
Senior Citizens, Inc., inendorsement 
of the bill said, **And it would effec 
y control health costs without 
raising taxes or cutting the benefits 
on which the elderly and poor de 
pend.” Hutton emphasized that 
Medicare's pending fiscal crisis is a 
direct result of overalt health care 
inflation. Cuts in benefits, he said, 
“would only further penalize those 
who are already victims of high 
health’ costs. At the same time, 
benefit cuts would do nothing to get 
at the root causes of those high 


s Kennedy said the proposed 
legislation had only one purpose, “to 
prove to Congress and the country 
that there is a better way than the 
administration’s proposal to deal 
with the coming crisis over 
Medicare.” The present Medicare 
record shows proposed or enacted 
Medicare benefit cuts totaling $31 
billion, which translates to a thou- 
sand dollars in cuts for every 
Medicare beneficiary. And that may 
be only the first assault 


The administation’s Advisory 


Council on Social Security has pro- 
posed ng the age of Medicare 
eligibility to 67; they want larger co- 
payments and higher premiums for 
health care, a tax on health in- 
surance benefits, new excise taxes 
and a greater shift of costs to the

It was Maeras, Brimberry 
testified, who told him that he could 
get stock certificates from S. G 
Adams Office Supply in St. Louis 
and forge them. Mrs. Brimberry 
would type the names of ficticious 
companies and stocks and 
Brimberry said, “Jerry Maeras, in 
my living room, in my wife's. 
presence, signed different names on 
them.” 

When Lubell asked Brimberry 
what he did with the stolen money, 
Brimberry replied, “I was a total 
degenerate. 1 gambled away every 
penny I could get.”” 

Of his gambling habits, Brimberry 
said that he started out losing “$300 
to $400” in LaS Vegas gambling 
trips, but those losses elevated to “‘$3 
to $5 million on a black jack table,” 
and, totaled his losses in Las Vegas 
at $6 million. 

His spending habits also changed, 
Brimberry said, and he went from 
spending $200,000 in 1977 to millions 
of dollars in 1980-81 

To cover his sudden upsurge in 
lifestyle, Brimberry told friends and 
business associates that his wife had 
inherited a great deal of money, and 
he lied to Stix employees about the 
cost of his $1.6 million Granite City 
home 

Brimberry’s testimony continues 
when court reconvenes at 11 a.m. to- 
day in U.S. District Court Judge 
Clyde Cahill’s courtroom 

Ron Stanley, a Belleville attorney 
who represented the Brimberrys un- 
til January 1983, testified ‘Tuesday 
that he aw no problem" with 
Brimberry selling equipment 
belonging to Miller Excavating after 
the embezzlement scheme became 
public 

Lubell directly examined Stanley, 
the first witness for the defense, ask- 
ing Stanley if he knew that the 
trustee for Stix had laid claim to all 
of Brimberry’s assets when he ad- 
vised Brimberry of the legality of 
selling the equipment 

Stanley responded by saying that 

he was “sure” that he knew that 
Harry Moline, trustee assigned to 
the Stix liquidation, had been ap-

Brimberry to deposit the proceeds 
from the sale of the equipment into a 
separate - bank: account because 
“there would be a day of reckon-

Excerpts from Brimberry’s grand 
jury testimony|in April 1982 were 
read Monday by Kane, and jurors 
learned that Brimberry was essen- 
tially unworried about external 
auditors, ying that it was 
“malarkey” when Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC) of- 
ficials said that they would have un- 
covered the $cheme soon, even 
without Brimberry’s confession in‘ 
November 1981} 

Brimberry | told government 
agents that auditors would make a 
superficial check to see that the 
company was in good standing, but 
“they wouldn't even crack the 
books’ tq investigate possible 
frauds. 

He also told the grand jury that he 
would carry phony stock certificates 
“back and forth’ between Stix and 
his home and destroy them after he 
knew that auitors were satisfied 
with their inspection. 

Jerry Maeras of Madison knew 
“the game” early on, Brimberry 
told officials, but Arthur Miller Jr. of 
Granite City thought that his ac- 
count at Stix was a legitimate ac-, 
count financed by Brimberry. 

“Jerry Maeras knew that he had 
all these phony stocks in his ac- 
count,” Brimberry had testified. 
“art Miller Jr. only knew that his 
accounts were being doctored to 
make them look good because they 
were under water. He knew that he 
was getting aifree ride,”’ he said 

Brimberry faces up to 50 years in 
prison on eight counts of perjury and 
two counts of concealing assets, and 
the jury of| nine men and three 
women is expected to render a deci- 
sion early next week.

1 haven't used drugs for quite 
some time now and I feel a lot better. 
I can think clearly and I even have a 
decent memory now. I have learned 
how to enjoy life and be myself, even 
in prison w 

I know I can’t do much to helt stop 
drugs from where I am, but I do a lot 
of praying on the subject. I just know 
1 wouldn’t want anyone else to wind 
up in a place like the one I'm in right 
now. 

DRUGS ARE ALL over the place 
and there is nowhere to go to keep 
from being ‘around them, The 
answer theh is to teach people about 
drugs. and their ‘effects. People

ANOTHER SEEMINGLY minor 
violation was improperly identifying 
the type_of material on the truck’s 
placard. Numbers are used for iden- 
tification, and people could be en- 
dangered at the scene of an acci- 
dent, for example; if a trooper looks 
up a number and determines incor- 
rectly that weed killer was in the 
tanker rather than something with 
deadly fumes, Jung said. 

A total of 22 trucks were placed out 
of service for periods of time until,

Te Mitchell Athletic Club was 

chartered in 1960 for one pur- 

pose — to serve the youth of Mit 
chell. In its 24 years of existence it 
has served its purpose well and 
grown considerably in the process. 

What started as a few baseball 
teams has now grown to include bas- 
ketball, soccer, softball and an ex- 
panded baseball program which in- 
cludes junior and juvenile Khoury 
League teams and junior and senior 
American Legion.baseball. 

As the Mitchell Athletic Club grew 
in its sporting teams so did its scope 
of participation, Although it was 
formed for the youth of Mitchell, any 
child in the Quad Cities area seven 
years or older, who is interested in 
sports, is eligible to play on any of 
the organization's teams.

Local, unnamed ponds and lakes 
are among the best fishing holes 


Fh athe ned 
the Press-Record 

Last week while visiting one of my 
favorite watering holes; | overheard 

_ & few of my very good bass fishing 
friends, diseussing great’ bass 
fishing spots such as Toledo Bend, 
Lake Okachobee, and Lake of the 
Ozarks. As they talked it occurred to 
me that many of the best fishirig 
Spots have no names at all. 

lam referring to the private ponds 
and small lakes, located in all parts 
of the county, many of which can 
provide eight pound bass as easily as 
the more farhous large reservoirs. 

Pond fishing for bass does not re- 
quire a great deal of tackle. You can 
fish effectively with only four lures, 
aspinnerbait, a plastic worm, a min- 
now type topwater lure, and a jig 
and frog: These lures will cover 
almost any fishing situation you are 
likely to encounter on small bodies 
of water, 

My first choice would be a spinner- 
bait. In most ponds, bass feed 
primarily on blue gill, so my color 
choice would be a single cop- 


perblade with blue and chartruse, or 
black and yellow skirt, two well- 
known bluegill colors. 

Fishing a spinnerbait on a| small 
pond is no different than fishing it on 
a large lake, where you fish stumps 
and brushpiles: The exception is, 
you can take more time to fish each 
stump and brushpiles more 
thoroughly. Spinnerbaits are good 
weedless baits, which is a real ad- 
vantage, particularly if you are 
fishing from the bank. 

My second choice would be plastic 
worms. This bait is particularly ef- 
fective in late spring or summer. 1 
am not sure color ‘makes |a dif- 
ference, but I prefer a six to eight 
inch purple fliptail worm, hooked 
Texas style to make it weedless. 

The plastic worm should also be 
fishedaround .stumps, and 
brushpiles, also any vegetation such 
8 lily pads, weeds, and grasses that 
my be found. 

Pond bass are much | more 
valuable to topwater lures, com- 
pared to large reservoirs. I have had 
my best luck with a Rapala, or other

Camp,” the Department of Conser- 
vation program offeririg low-cost 
‘tailor-made’ camping experiences 
on a rental basis, begins its third 
year of operation May | with no 
changes from the previous year.

‘As in 1983, 14 by 14 foot, eight-cot 
tents for large families will be pro- 
vided at several sites, Tamminga 
reported. Most areas will have four- 

cot wall tents, he said. 

At each site, users will find a tent, 
cots, charcoal grill, battery-powered 
camp light, fire extinquisher, brooin - 
and trash pan, fire ring, picnic table 
and trash barrel. All of tents have 
canvas floors and are on wooden 
platforms for protection against in- 
clement weather and to in¢rease air 
circulation. Although reservations 
are not required, they are recom- 
mended.

minnow-type lures, especially when 
the surface of the water is calm 

Try fishing a Rapala letting it set 
, for thirty or forty seconds, then giv- 
ing the lure several gentle twitches, 
or crank it just under, the surface of 
the water, and then let it float back 
to the surface. If the water has a lit- 
tle chop to it, try using a noise- 
making topwater, such as a Crazy 
Shad. 

Finally, there is the jig and frog, 
my choice when bass are feeding on 
crawdads. This lure is very weedless 
and lets you fish the bottom, where 
crawdads inhabit, without the hassle 
of a. crawdad-colored crankbait. 
This lure may be fished similar to 
the plastic worm, paying particular 
attention to stumps, brushpiles and 
changes in water depth: 

One final thing to remember when 
fishing ponds or small lakes, unlike 
large reservoirs, they are generally 
not very deep. This allows bass to 
use’ a greater percentage of the 
water in the ponds, and small lakes, 
so cast in all directions, your next 
strike could come from anywhere.

Shroud of Turin display opens Sunday 


‘An acclaimed photographic ex- 
hibit of the Holy Shroud of Turin will 
be featured from Sunday, April 8, 
through Easter Sunday at the Na- 
tional Shrine of Our Lady of the 
Snows in Belleville. This exhibit will 
be open to the public daily from 8 
a.m. to8 p.m. Admission is free. 

‘This is the largest photo exhibit in 

_ the world of the Holy Shroud, con- 
sisting of more than 100 
‘photographs, a spokesman said. It 
can be viewed in the Dr. Thomas 
Dooley Center at the Shrine. 


The Holy Shroud of Turin is 
allegedly the vefy cloth in which 
Jesus Christ was wrapped after his 
crucifixion. It bears on it the image 
of the man wrapped in the cloth, 
quite possibly the true imprint of 
Jesus Christ. This cloth is referred 
to as the Shroud of Turin because it 
‘has been kept in a chapel attached to 
the catlidral of St. John of Turin, Ita- 
‘ly, more or less continuously since) 
1678, when the Duke of Savoy moved 
the Shroud across the Alps to his new, 


capital Torino in Italy's nornwest 
region of Piedmont. Except for a 
period during World War II, it has 
been there ever sinée. 

The exhibit comes from 
Milwaukee, Wis., and is exclusively 
owned by “The Center for the Study 
of the Passion of Christ and the Holy 
Shroud.” It’s origin stems from a 
financial grant reeived from De 
Rance, Inc., who financed a team of 
scientists to study the supposedly 
original shroud.

CORN PLANTING 

It is important that Madison Coun- 
ty farmers plant the proper number 
of corn kernels per acre if they want 
to obtain a maximum corn yield 

John Siemens, University of Il- 
linois agriculture engineer, says 
there is a big difference between 
planting a specific population in 
April or May and what -you harvest 
in October. Many seed companies 
base there population recommenda- 
tions on harvest populations and not 
number of seeds planted. It is up to 
the farmer to plant a high enough 
planting time population to result in 
the desired harvest population 

Corn populations are reduced 
because not all kernels germinate 
and merge. Some kernels or plants 
are lost to insects or disease. The 
rotary hoe and cultivator may 
destroy other plants 

The number of corn kernels a 
farmer should plant is normally 
about 20 percent more than he plans 
to harvest. We normally expect 
about 20 pércent stand, reduction 
due to the reasons mentioned in the 
above paragraph 

After corn planting, you can figure 
your plant population by making 
field checks in several areas of the 
field. | would recommend planting 
corn from 2 to 2' inches deep.

A case involving child custody and ‘religion is 
currently being heard by a Florida Court, and 
this case has gained a great deal of national at 
tention. It involves’ a Jewish father and a 
Catholic mother. At the time of the original 
divorce, the parents were awarded joint custody 
of the minor child. Appareritly subsequent to 
the divorce, the father would take the child to 
the Jewish synagogue twice per month and the 
mother would take the child to the Catholic 
church twice per month , 

After several years of following this pro- 
cedure, the father decided that he anted the 
exclusive right to determine the religion of his 
child, He went back to Court to modify the 
original custody award. The basis for seeking 
this change of custody was that the child had 
reached a point where he preferred the Jewish

the father and mother. Before a recent change 
in the law, a Judge could force a joint custody 
arrangement on the parents even if they did not 
want it. This recently was changed by the Il- 
linois Legislature. 

Apparently this was part of the problem in the 
Florida case. The trial judge in the original 
divorce decided on joint custody even though 
the parents’ religious preferences were widely 
divergent. Joint custody depends upon 
cooperation between the parents. Normally the 
custodial parent decides where the child will at- 
tend schoo! and church. In the case of joint 
custody, these aré decisions to-be made jointly 
by the mother and father. 

Assuming that Illinois parents wound up hav- 
ing joint custody in a situation similar to the 
Florida. case, it is also important to remember 
that custody cannot be changed unless there is 
a substantial change in circumstances. This 
change in religious preference of a six year old 
child is probably not such a substantial change 
in circumstances to warrant a transfer of 
custody to the father.-The parents may be stuck. 
with this unworkable joint custody arrangement 
unless the father can demonstrate this substan- 
tial change.

ORDINANCE No. 3964 
LIQUOR DISPENSOR’S 
ENTERTAINMENT 


WHEREAS certain 
types of entertainment, 
when performed upon 

remises where alcoholic 

iquor is sold for consump- 
tion, tends to cause or pro- 
duce unlawful or offensive 
conduct by the patrons of 
the premises; and 

WHEREAS it is in the 
best interest of the City of 
Granite City to regulate 
certain types of-entertain- 
ment on premises where 
alcoholic liquor is sold for 
consumption; and 

WHEREAS certain per- 
sons who entertain at 
premises where alcoholic 
liquor is sold for consump- 
tion tend to be or become 
involved in unlawful ac- 
tivities; and 

WHEREAS the cost of 
inspecting, investigating, 
and regulating entertain- 
ment at premises where 
alcoholic liquor is sold for 
consumption is substantial 
and an undue burden upon 
the city and should be 
borne by the licensees and 
their patrons. 

NOW THEREFORE BE 
IT AND IT IS ORDAINED 
by the City Council of the 
City of Granite City as 
follows: 

Section 1. 1f is unlawful 
for the holder of a license 
for the retail sale of 
alcoholic liquor, - either 
class A or class B, issued 
pursuant to Granite City 
Municipal Code Section 
5.04.070, as such section 
may be amended from 
time to time, to cause to 
permit activity upon the 
licensed premises intend- 
ed to entertain the partons 
or employees thereof 
without first obtaining a 
Liquor Dispensor’s Enter- 
tainment License as pro- 
vided herein below. 

Section 2. No person, 
firm or corporation may 
hold a Liquor Dispensor’s 
Entertainment License 
unless ‘qualified to hold a 
license for the retail sale 
of alcoholic liquor. 

Section 3. Application 
for a Liquor Dispensor’s 
Entertainment License 
shall made to the 
Mayor in writing, signed 
by the applicant, if an in- 
dividual, or by a duly 


authorized agent thergof, 
if a corporation, verified 
by oath or affidavit of the 
applicant and shall con- 
tain all statements and in- 
formation required pur- 
suant of Granite City 
Municipal Code Section 
5.04.030 as amended 
hereafter from time to 
time, of an applicant for 
license for retail sale of 
alcoholic liquor 

Section 4, For the‘ pur- 
pose of this ordinance, in- 
strumental music and 
vocal music shall not be 
considered activity intend- 
ed to entertain the patrons 
or employees and, 
therefore, shall not be for- 
bidden nor regulated nor 
shall dancing, if perform- 
ed by an instrumentalist 
or vocalist, and merely in- 
cidental to such persons 
principal activity as an in- 
strumentalist or vocalist 

Section 5. The holder of 
a Liquor Dispensor's 
Entertainment License 
shall, on or before the fif 
teenth day of each month, 
furnish to the Granite City 
Chief of Police, the names 
and addresses of each and 
every person’ who has, 
during the immediately 
preceding month, engaged 
in an agtivity regulated by 
this ordinance upon the 
licensed premise? 
together with the date, 
starting time and ending 
time of each performance 
by each such person; 
which reports shall be 
verified by the oath or af- 
fidavit of the licensee. The 
filing of a false or in- 
complete report is 
unlawful. The failure to 
file the report required 
hereby is unlawful 

Section 6. Nothing © 
herein contained shall be 
construed fo permit any 
person, firm or corpora- 
tion to violate any statue 
or ordinance. » 

Section 7. Nothing 
herein contained shall be 
construed to permit any 
indecent or obscene con- 
duct or performance 

Section 8, The fee for a 
Liquor Dispensor’s Enter- 
tainment License is the 
sum of $25.00 per year. 

Section 9. The owner of a 
Liquor Dispensor’s Enter- 
tainment License shall not 
be entitled to renew the 
same unless, upon the date 
of renewal, he, she or it is 
then qualified to receive a 
license. & 

Section 10. A Liquor 
Dispensor's Entertain- 
ment License is ‘not 
transferable, either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily. 

Section 11. The Mayor, 
upon finding a violation of 
any provision of this or- 
dinance, may either sus- 
pend for a period of time 
not exceeding 30 days, or 
revoke the Liquor Dispen- 
sor’s Entertainment 
License, and, in addition, 
may either suspend for a 
period of time not ex- 
ceeding 30 days, or revoke 
the local retail liquor 
license of the violator. 

Section 12. Any person, 
firm or corporation who 
violates any of the terms 
or provisions of this or- 
dinance, shall pay a fine to 
be set according to law not 
exceeding $500 for each of- 
fense. Each day upon 
which an offense occurs 
shall be considered a 
separate offense. 

Section 13. Should any 
section, sections, or parts 
of a section of this or- 
dinance be declared void, 
such declaration shall not 
affect the remaining sec- 
tions and parts of sections 
which shall continue in full 
force and effect, 

Section 14. All or- 
dinances and parts of or-* 
dinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 15. This or- 
dinance shall be in full 
force and effect after its 
Passage and publication 
as required by law.
